Claims 1-12, 15-18 and 21-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. The drawing Figures indicated by applicant in the response 
of February 2, 2003 as being directed to the elected species I do not show structure in 
sufficient detail to indicate how the oval pins are turned to bind in the substrate holes. 
The specification relating to said Figures offers no specific support either. Thus the 
elected claims cannot be further examined on their merits. 

Claims 13, 14, 19, 20 and 30 stand withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) 
requirement in Paper No. 6.
